This Office Action is responsive to the apphcant's amendment filed on Sept. 29, 2008. 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on Sept. 29, 2008. These drawings are acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 11-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a pump housing and a rotating 
group which is disposed inside the pump housing; the rotating group including a side plate 
mounted inside the pump housing; an axial gap being between the side plated and the pump 
housing; a radial packing ring being in a recess around the shaft mounted in the pump housing 
and the radial packing ring formed not only a radial seal between the shaft the pump housing but 
also an axial seal between the pump housing and the side plate.
